MARKET FORECAST: 


Cattle Prices Stabilized -- Hogs Up 





FED CATTLE prices probably will tend to stabilize in the next month or six weeks, 
then work lower in the last quarter. Sales in August and late summer are 
likely to be smaller than in early summer, although they will stay heavy for 
the time of year. Numbers in feedlots or getting grain on grass appear to be 
larger than ever at this season, and the proportion of heavy weights is high 
compared to last year. 














GRASS CATTLE Prices are likely to move lower as marketings increased in the 
next three months. Nationally, sales are likely to be-less than production. 
The buildup of beef herds will continue this year, but the rate will be less 


than 4.6 million head added last year. Cow slaughter is running moderately 
larger than a year ago, but less than 3 to 6 years ago. 




















STOCKER AND FEEDER cattle prices probably will work somewhat lower in early fall. 
Growers probably have 6 or 7 per cent more calves and yearlings than last 

fall. Finishers' margins have been fairly good, but they are shrinking—which 
makes for caution in buying replacements. 











FINISH ALL the cattle you.can for August-September markets. Top out on price 
upturns. Move heavy cattle early. Weights under 1,200 lbs. probably will 
continue to sell best. Market some heavy grass cattle in the next few 

weeks to get ahead of rush. Further weight gains on such cattle are likely 
to be small and later prices are likely to be lower. Buy replacements on 
price dips, later in the fall. 








HOG PRICES will be at high levels through August, but probably will head down toward 
the fall low before the month is over. They will average at least $2 or $3 
higher the next five or six months, than a year previous. Growers' plans to 

reduce their fall pig crop by 4 per cent, which sets the stage for a pros- 

perous year for hogmen. 



















to reduce June-August farrowings 6 per cent below a year previous, they 
planned to increase September-November farrowings 2 per cent. Price condi- 
tions in the next few months will favor holding all sows and gilts that have 
been bred. Hence, pig production will turn up a year after it turned down, 
instead of the usual 1% to 2 years. This won't mean a quick return of low 
prices. The buildup in the pig crop by late next spring, however, may be 
great enough to cause price trouble late in 1961, or early 1962. 


















TOP OUT your drove closely by late August, even though hogs up to 240 lbs. 
may be selling as well as, or better than 200-220's. Push as many of your 
lighter shotes as possible for the 200-210 range by late September. Plan 
to raise 10-12 per cent more winter pigs than last season, if you have the 
facilities to handle them properly, and 5-10 per cent more March-May pigs 
than last year. 













LAMB PRICES probably will decline seasonally well through the fall months. Supplies 
will increase when western ranchers unload. Demand for replacement ewe 
lambs on the range appears weaker than in the last two years, adding to the 
feeder supply. Recent range contracts for fall delivery were at $16-17.50 


per 100. 
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Market Forecast (continued) 


lambs and put on cheap gains with stubble pasture and other fall forage. 


WOOL PRICE prospects look steady to easy. Rewards for holding wool longer this year 
are likely to be small. 


MILK PRICES are likely to rise an average of 7-10 per cent as production falls in 
the next 3 or 4 months. Veal calf and old cow prices will be lower. 


FEED GRAIN prices moves will hinge largely on growing and harvesting weather. Corn 
crop prospects are clouded in early July by excess rain and low temperatures. 
Hence, normal weather and a warm fall would repair much damage. "Weather 
markets," always hard to guess, will prevail with harvest trouble for oats 
and barley, while the crops uncertainty continues. Stock up all the oats 
and barley you'll need. If you have a surplus, sell part if prices have a 
sharp late summer rise. 


PROTEIN FEED prices probably will weaken in early fall. Buy as needed and wait for 
that low spot, then buy or contract well ahead.

KANSAS STATE UNIVERSITY FEEDING TRIAL SHOWS: 





LESS SHRINK, MORE PAY WEIGHT WHEN

Your Own State Fair...

MWHEREVER ONE GOES 
NOWADAYS—from your farm to 
Washington to your state capital, 
to Chicago, Omaha, K. C., Scotts 
Bluff, Denver—you hear the plaint 
that what’s wrong with our farming 
industry is poor public relations. 

Well, now comes the state fair 
season when we have a good chance 
to grab this bull by the horns and 
put on the most convincing demon- 
stration of America’s agricultural 
power and progress that the world 
has ever seen. 

No less than 3,000 county fairs are 
now communicating your message to 
the world. Some 55 state fairs and 
livestock expositions are coming up. 
They are your stage and screen, 
your print and pulpit, tailor-made to 
inférm the public of your farm’s 
contribution to the national economy 
and the general welfare. 

Whether you show a calf or a 
herd, whether that Boy hurdles his 
purebred gilt into the crowded show- 
ring or Sister sets up her lamb be- 
fore the college judge, whether Mam- 
ma enters her light-as-a-feather an- 
gel food cake (no frosting!) or 
Grandma sends eight items made 
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is the place where you can win friends, ribbons, 


from feed bags, whether you get 
first or last or land clear out of the 
money, you are making a prime con- 
tribution to the public relations of 
your great farming industry. 

If you show nothing at all, but just 
take the family and spend a day or 
two at the fair you will see the re- 
sounding effect of this major pub- 
licity effort. Your papers, radio, TV, 
and conversation at street corners 
and crossroads will be filled with the 
farmer’s story. And you yourself 
will gain hints, new wrinkles, ideas 
and practical knowledge as to how 
you may improve your own culture 
of field and feedlot. 

After that lively kickoff at Minot, 
N. D., the great state fair circuits 
converge at Springfield, for the 
108th Illinois State Fair on August 
12th. At the following weekend the 
livestock are released for those who 
want to challenge the best at Wis- 
consin and Missouri. Last of August 
and first of September finds the 
Ohio State Fair (the world’s great- 
est sheep show) in full swing, while 
both Iowa and Minnesota add a new 
dimension to farming west of the 
Mississippi. The circuit rolls on: 


know-how and public esteem. 


from Columbus to _ Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Nashville, Memphis, At- 
lanta; from Des Moines and St. Paul 
to South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and the State Fair of 
Texas with nearly 3,000,000 people 
in attendance for the Pan-American 
Exposition. 

And that’s not all by any means. 
It merely marks the trend of the 
1960 fairs. Every week finds 4 or 5 
state and regional. farm expositions 
in full swing. Take your choice. 

Ever been to the Wisconsin State 
Fair at West Allis, 5 miles out of 
Milwaukee? Naturally it is one of 
the great dairy cattle shows of the 
world, but the beef, swine and sheep 
ribbons have national prestige. The 
turnstiles register 700,000 annually, 
and that’s one-fifth of Wisconsin’s 
people. The manager is Willard 
Masterson, who heads the State Fair 
Division (one of five) of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In 1957 we 
gave our Breeder’s Gazette State 
Fair Trophy to Mr. Masterson for 
doing the best job of running a fair, 
which he did without appropriations 
of state funds for operation or cap- 
ital expenditures. We were just a 
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step ahead of the Bureau of Govern- 
ment of the Extension Division of 
the University of Wisconsin, which 
has made a comprehensive study of 
the fair’s location, mission, manage- 
ment and contribution to the state. 

The Wisconsin survey reached 
15,000 persons from diverse back- 
grounds and all walks of life. It is 
the best report I have ever seen on 
the need for fairs in American life. 
It has a greater draw than any 
event. It is no longer exclusively an 
agricultural institution, but certain- 
ly the culminating event for Wiscon- 
sin agriculture, and a multiphase in- 
stitution, including industry. 

The report states: “The contribu- 
tions made by the farmer to our in- 
dustrial-urban society must be better 
realized by the people benefiting 
from those contributions. It is in 
the form of public relations that the 
state fair can be of most service.” 

The specific objectives of the an- 
nual agrindustrial show may be 
listed: 


> 1. Educational. Different 
groups inform one, another. 


> 2. Economic publicity. Displays 
the state’s progress and is still a 
market place (as for farm machin- 
ery and purebred livestock). 


> 3. Youth activities. Unexcelled 
to prove the constructive out-reach 
of 4-H, Future Farmers’ and Future 
Homemakers’ projects. 


> 4. Recognition. A matchless 
forum where individuals gain recog- 
nition and prestige for progress and 
achievement, (The blue-ribbon and 
championship concept.) 


> 5. Entertainment. A _ proper 
role, if kept clean and decent. 


> 6. Social exchange. You meet 
old friends and make new, both rural 
and urban. 


The foundations for the show win- 
dow of American agriculture is 
broad and it is long. A small town 
merchant who realized that success 
depended on his farm trade started 
it all with a livestock show in Pitts- 
field, Mass., in 1807. His name was 
Elkanah Watson. He moved to New 
York and persuaded the legislature 
to appropriate $10,000 a year for 
prizes on farm and home products. 
This year the Empire State will hold 
its 114th Annual Agricultural and 
Industrial Exposition at Syracuse, 
Sept. 2-10. Other state fairs have 
celebrated centennials. The Texas 
State Fair celebrates its diamond 
jubilee this year. 
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Think of the progress that has 
been induced throughout animal ag- 
riculture by the judgments of ex- 
perts since the first showrings were 
covered with tanbark. Their ratings 
were based on scorecards scientifi- 
cally arrived at, plus experience in 
barn, feedlot and pasture. Your 
purebred industry grew and expand- 
ed continentally right out of the 
showring. Livestock judging sepa- 
rated out the best bloodlines, even 
regulated the market as based on 
prize winnings. 
thing. 

Note the type changes as you turn 
the pages of livestock history. From 
mature 4-year-old steers we’ve come 
to yearling baby beeves. Swine types 
have advanced from razor-backs to 
cob-rollers, to big-types, to fat- 
backs, and now to Meat Hogs. When 
our fairs began wrinkly Merinos took 
the prizes, now dual-purpose kinds 
with good fleece and muttony lambs. 

Like the Wisconsin report said, 
there is even more than recognition 
of your high-quality farmership at 
the fair. There is education, a regu- 
lar short course in modern-day agri- 
culture. There is youth training. 
There is meeting people. There is en- 
tertainment, lots of fun. There is 
inspiration. There is profit, direct 


and indirect. There is, by word and 
deed, your most effective appeal to 


your public for understanding and 
fair trade. 

Last year the International Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions re- 
corded a total attendance of 35,845,- 
027 at United States fairs. We can 
do better than that this time. 

We can make the 1960 State Fair 
season the most widely pondered 
public relations release that Amer- 
ican Agriculture ever had. <4

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Will pellets change Cattle Feeding? 


Dr. D. C. Clanton, J. K. Matsushima and W. E. Peden Univ. Nebraska 


The use of high roughage rations has possibilities in livestock feeding. 


@ THE USE OF PELLETED RA- 
TIONS in cattle feeding has created 
more interest and enthusiasm in the 
minds of cattle feeders and breeders 
in the last two years than any other 
development in cattle management. 

For many years researchers have 
been seeking ways to improve upon 
cattle performance and efficiency of 
production. With this in mind the 
handling of feeds in a pellet form 
has received considerable attention 
by researchers in recent years. Much 
of this attention stems from the 
striking results obtained in 1955-56 
at the Dixon Springs Experiment 
Station, Robbs, Illinois. Calves win- 
tered on pelleted alfalfa and timothy 
hay gained 0.63 pounds per day. The 
daily intake per calf was 14.3 and 
9.4 pounds, respectively. 

Many feeders would like to see 
pelleting become a feasible method 
of handling cattle rations because 
it fits so well into automated feed- 


overly optimistic. Evidence from re- 
search being reported indicates it is 
doubtful that pelleting will revolu- 
tionize the cattle feeding industry. 
There will no doubt be specific cases 
where pelleting can be used to an 
advantage. 


Pellet vs. Unpelleted 


>A pellet feeding project was 
started at the Lincoln Station, Ne- 
braska, during the fall of 1958. The 
first experiment was conducted to 
study the effects of pelleted rations 
vs. chopped rations on the digesti- 
bility and efficiency of feed utiliza- 
tion when fed to growing and finish- 
ing steers. It was intended that the 
concentrates and hay used would be 


ground in the same manner both for 
the pellets and the chopped feed. It 
Was necessary to use a larger screen 
(% inch) for the chopped hay to 
maintain its palatability. The pel- 
leted hay was ground through a 4 
inch screen. The experiment was 
carried on in two phases, a growing 
and a finishing phase. 

The growing trial consisted of 16 
head of Hereford steer calves fed in- 
dividually for 140 days. Four rations 
were fed: (1) chopped hay-ground 
concentrate, (2) chopped hay-pel- 
leted concentrate, (3) pelleted hay- 
ground concentrate, and (4) pelleted 
hay-pelleted concentrate. There were 
four animals per treatment. The con- 
centrate was a mixture of 80 percent

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corn, 10 percent soybean oil meal, 
and 10 percent dried molasses. The 
roughage was sun cured alfalfa hay. 
Calves were hand fed twice daily, 
each calf receiving the same amount 
of feed per day. The only difference 
in the daily ration was the form in 
which the feed was prepared. 

No difference was found in the di- 
gestibility of dry matter, protein and 
energy between the ground and pel- 
leted concentrate (Table 1). The dry 
matter and energy in the chopped 
hay was more digestible than that in 
the pelleted hay. No difference was 
found in the digestibility of protein. 
There was no difference in the rate 
of gain made by the calves due to 
the ration fed. Feed intake was the 
same on all four rations. Rumina- 
tion appeared to be normal, but the 
calves fed pelleted hay ruminated 
less. The feed required per 100 
pounds of gain was 905, 969, 905 and 
914 pounds, respectively, for Rations 
1, 2, 3, and 4. The average daily 
gains were 1.41, 1.32, 1.41 and 1.40, 
respectively (Table 2). 

The finishing trial consisted of 16 
yearling steers individually fed for 
161 days. The rations fed were the 
same as those fed during the grow- 
ing phase (same ingredients, but dif- 
ferent proportions of hay to concen- 
trate). The ground concentrate and 
pelleted concentrate were ground in 
the same manner. Daily feed intake 
was not the same for all steers due 
to differences in weight of the steers 
and the palatability of the ground 
concentrate. 

Significant differences in digesti- 
bility were found due to the form in 
which both the hay and the concen- 
trate were fed (Table 3). The dry 
matter, protein, and energy in the 
chopped hay were more digestible 
than that in the pelleted hay. The 
pelleted concentrate was more di- 
gestible than the ground concentrate 
for dry matter, protein and energy. 
The combination of the ground con- 
centrates and pelleted hay resulted 
in much lower digestion coefficients 
for Ration 3. 

The steers fed Rations 1, 2 and 4 
gained significantly more than the 
steers fed Ration 3. The difference 
in gains may be due to the fact that 
upon slaughter it was found that two 
of the four steers on Ration 3 
(ground concentrate and pelleted 
hay) had abscessed reticulums. No 
difference in the rate of gain was 
noted for the steers required per 100 
pounds of gain was 775, 887, 1133 
and 927 pounds, respectively, for 
Rations 1, 2, 3 and 4 (Table 4). 

Pelleting the roughage and/or the 
concentrate in a high roughage ra-

@ MOST OF OUR SWINE DIS- 
EASES are the result of poor sanita- 
tion and management. Good sanita- 
tion and management costs little and 
can save the producer many dollars 
from animal losses, drugs and vet- 
erinary service. 


Purchase of Swine 


> When purchasing swine select 
a reputable breeder as well as good 
animals. Avoid swine from droves 
having a history of losses from dis- 
ease. In most instances information 
of the disease and parasite status 
of the swine can only be obtained 
from the breeder. 


»> When new additions are made to 
an established herd of swine, they 
should be isolated from the es- 
tablished herd for at least 30 days 
and examined by a competent vet- 
erinarian before exposure to the 
swine already present on the farm. 
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More pigs are lost by the average farmer from breeding 


to weaning, than from weaning to farrowing. 


new additions should be vac-

All 
cinated for 
erysipelas. 


> The seller should be required to 
provide a recognized health certifi- 
cate indicating that the swine have 
been examined by a licensed vet- 
erinarian and found free of any in- 
fectious or contagious diseases. All 
swine should have a negative blood 
test for Brucellosis (Bang’s) and 
leptospirosis. 


>The above statements par- 
ticularly apply to the purchase of 
breeding boar. 


Gestation Period 


> Sows that have not been vac- 
cinated for hog cholera and ery- 
sipelas should be vaccinated not la- 
ter than 6 weeks previous to farrow- 
ing. 

Many swinemen find it a good 


practice to have all sows blood test- 
ed for Brucellosis several days be- 
fore they are brought into the far- 
rowing pens or stalls. Sows having 
positive tests are isolated or sold. 
This practice provides a means of 
combating an acute outbreak of 
Brucellosis in the swine herd. 


> If an internal parasite problem 
exists, all sows should be dewormed 
previous to entering the farrowing 
barn. 


Farrowing 

> Before bringing the sow in the 
farrowing pen, thoroughly clean the 
pen to remove all manure from the 
floor and walls. Scrub the entire 
pen with a lye solution of one pound 
of lye to 6 gallons of warm water. 
Use extreme caution when applying 
lye solution to provide protection to 
the worker’s eyes, face, and hands. 
Remove excess lye solution from the - 
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pen floor, and apply in time so that 
pen will be completely dry before 
the sow enters. This will eliminate 
the possibility of lye burns to the 
sow and the baby pigs. 


®» The use of lye will eliminate 
most infectious disease organisms 
that may be present in the pen as 
well as some internal parasite eggs 
that may infest new born pigs. 


> Before the sow is placed in the 
farrowing pen, wash the teats and 
abdomen with a mild soap and warm 
water. This will eliminate soil and 
fecal material that may contain 
numerous bacteria that are potential 
diarrhea producing agents for the 
nursing piglets. In addition, this 
procedure will eliminate ascaris 
(round worm) eggs that would serve 
as a source of infection to the 
nursing piglets. 


» When each piglet is born, clip 
the needle teeth immediately with a 
sharp, well disinfected clipper. The 
naval cord should also be cut ap- 
proximately one inch from _ the 
abdomen. Always leave the scissors 
used for clipping the cord in a good 
disinfectant when not in use to pre- 
vent navel infection. A good disin- 
fectant would be one of the phenol 
disinfectants, (Lysol), that will not 
destroy the cutting edges of the scis- 
sors. Dip the navel in a tincture of 
iodine immediately following cutting 
to prevent nave] infection. 


> Baby pigs raised on cement or 
wood floors without access to soil re- 
quire anemia preventatives. The in- 
jectable iron preparations should be 
administered at one week of age and 
may be repeated at 3 weeks. If par- 
asite free soil or oral preparations 
are used, give them at weekly in- 
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Sound feet and legs are a must 
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tervals beginning at one week of 
age. 


> The process of castration, and 
vaccination for hog cholera are fre- 
quently carried out at the same time 
as weaning. This should be avoided 
if at all possible. Castration and 
vaccination should be carried out 
separately and at least a week before 
or a week following weaning to avoid 
placing undue stress on the little 


pig. 


> Castrate with a sharp knife that 
is well sterilized before being used on 
each animal. Have a large incision 
located as near as possible to the 
underside of the pig to provide good 
drainage. When drainage is not pro- 


‘ vided swelling, infection, and stiff or 


dead pigs are often the end result. 


Clean surroundings with plenty of | 


clean straw bedding should always 
be provided for the castrated animal 
as a means of preventing infection. 
The entrance of manure and soil 
laden with bacteria into the castrate 
wound is an idea] means of causing 
wound infection. 


> Vaccination for hog cholera and 
erysipelas should always be carried 
out under veterinary supervision. 
Many losses could be avoided if 
swine had received professional ex- 
amination before vaccination. When 
sick animals are vaccinated, exten- 
sive losses frequently occur. The un- 
trained person usually cannot see or 
diagnose diseases such as _ hog 
cholera in their early stages. 


> At the first sign of disease iso- 
late the suspected animal or animals 
from the rest of the herd. Obtain 
veterinary service immediately—re- 
member, an ounce of prevention is 
worth many dollars worth of cure. <

Performance Records are Important 


MWEANING WEIGHTS OF 
CALVES are influenced by age of 
dam, sex of calf, and time born dur- 
ing the calving season, Dr. John 
Lasley, professor at the University 
of Missouri, reported. 

Adjustments should be made for 
these various factors in any selec- 
tion program to improve weaning 
weights through breeding. 

The animal breeding specialist 
studied records on 651 Hereford 


calves produced at the University’s 
Weldon Spring Station from 1951-59. 


Based on these data, he calculated 
correction factors to be used for ad- 
justing weaning weights. 

Cows seven to eight years of age 
weaned the heaviest calves, while 
two-year-old cows weaned the light- 


est calves. Some average weaning 
weights for cows of different ages 


were: two-year-olds, 360 pounds; 


eight-year-olds, 442 pounds; and 10- 
year-olds, 421 pounds. A method for 
adjusting these weights to an equal 


age of dam basis is important for 
any selection program. 
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These are some of the facts that every stockman should 


consider in a cow and calf program. 


Bull calves in this study averaged 
39 pounds heavier than heifer calves 
at 210 days of age. Weaning weights 
of heifer calves could be adjusted to 
a bull-calf basis by adding 39 pounds 
to the adjusted 210-day weight of 
heifer calves. 

When comparing records of differ- 
ent cows where some have bull calves 
and others have heifer calves, ad- 
justing the weaning weights of heif- 
ers to a bull-calf basis makes a more 
valid comparison. 

As for time of birth, Lasley found 
that, on the average, the earlier 
calves were born in the calving sea- 
son, the lighter they were at 210 
days of age. 

This trend is undoubtedly related 
to the amount of green feed available 


to both cows and calves during the 
nursing period. Calves born April 16 


to 30 averaged 496 pounds at wean- 
ing compared to 412 pounds for 


calves born December 1 to 15. These 
weaning weights were adjusted to 


210-day, seven-year-old dam, bull 
calf basis. 


From a practical standpoint, the 
University specialist said early calves 
may be more desirable than late 
calves because calves are usually 
weaned on a certain date rather than 
at a certain age. Calves born in De- 
cember would weigh from 120 to 150 
pounds more on September 15 than 
calves born in April, even though the 
April calves made faster daily gains 
from birth to that date. 

Some experiment stations have 
prepared graphs and tables for mak- 
ing all these adjustments. Other 
stations have used the average daily 
gain of each calf from birth to wean- 
ing for adjusting weaning weights to 
a standard age. Lasley said either 
method is satisfactory. 


As a sidelight to this study, Las- 


ley tabulated the causes of death 
losses in the beef calves. He found 


that 88 percent of the calf losses oc- 


curred within 24 hours of birth. 
Forty-eight percent were dead-at- 
birth cases. A third of these dead- 


at-birth cases involved calving diffi- 
culty, two-thirds did not. Premature 
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births caused 14 percent of the 
losses and accidents accounted for 
16 percent. More bulls than heifers 
died—a ratio of 157 to 100. 


Moon Effect on Sex 


> As another sidelight, Lasley 
tabulated the relationship between 
time of breeding and sex of calves. 
His figures showed that breeding 
during different quarters of the 
moon had no effect on the sex of 
calves. 


Fall vs. Spring Calving 

® The calves born in the fall gave 
a higher return that did calves born 
in the winter, when sold for slaugh- 
ter shortly after weaning. The fall 
calves weighed more and graded 
about one-third grade higher. 

Purpose of the test was to deter- 
mine the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of September-October dropped 
calves compared to December-Janu- 
ary calves when fattened past wean- 
ing to the same degree of finish. 

The fall calves were creep-fed un- 
til weaned in June and then grain 


fed in dry lot for 100 days. They ate 
2.57 bushels per head of corn in the 


creep and 25.9 bushels after weaning 
—a total of 28.5 bushels. The fall 
calves were marketed at 12 months 
of age weighing 801 pounds. 

The winter calves were creep-fed 
for 100 days before weaning, eating 
4.27 bushels of corn during this 
period. They were weaned in Sep- 
tember and grain fed on pasture 99 
days. They ate 15.3 bushels of corn 
after weaning, making a total of 19.5 
bushels. The winter calves weighed 
768 pounds when marketed in De- 
cember at 12 months of age. 

The fall calves marketed in Oc- 


tober sold for $26 per hundred. The 
winter calves were sold in December 


for $23.75 because of a market de- 
cline and a lower grade. Even with- 
out a price difference, the fall calves 
gave a higher net return because of 
the 33 pounds more weight per calf 
marketed and the higher slaughter 
grade, according to Comfort. 

Dams of the fall calves were win- 
tered on a daily ration of 47 pounds 
of corn silage and 114 pounds of soy- 
bean meal. They were fed a total of 
2% tons of corn silage and 108 
pounds of soybean meal. 

Cows with winter calves grazed 
fescue pasture with some lespedeza 
and mixed grass until the last of 
November. From then to April, they 
received a total of 1.42 tons of low 
grade red clover and alfalfa hay, and 
108 pounds of soybean meal, plus 


some winter pasture. 


Cows with fall calves gained 110 | 


pounds during the winter while cows 
with winter calves lost 125 pounds.

tion did not change the nutritive 
value of the ration for growing 
calves. When this same roughage 
and concentrate was fed to finish- 
ing steers on a high concentrate ra- 
tion there was an undesirable effect 
in pelleting the roughage and a de- 
sirable effect due to pelleting the 
concentrate. The desirable effect as- 
sociated with pelleting the concen- 
trate may be due to an increase in 
palatability. 

> Following an intensive review of 
experimental work conducted across 
the country, the following conclu- 
sions have been drawn. 

Pelleting of high roughage rations 
has possibilities in livestock feeding. 
Changing the physical form of for- 
ages makes it possible for livestock 
to eat more, and gain more, In- 
creased gains are not attributable to 
pelleting but to increased intake. 
The pelleting of low quality rough- 
age improves the palatability. A 
combination of the condensed form 
and improved palatability makes it 
possible for increased consumption. 

With pelleted roughage there is 
less energy lost in the work of di- 
gestion and metabolism, thus net 
energy is about the same for pellet- 
ed and chopped roughages. 

The pelleting of high concentrate 
rations does not produce beneficial 
effects. Livestock will not eat as 
much nor will they gain as well. 
Some research shows that a ration 
containing a low concentrate to 


roughage ratio when pelleted will | 


produce as much gain and as effi- 
ciently as an unpelleted ration con- 
taining a high concentrate to rough- 
age ratio. No difference was ob- 
served in the carcass characteristics. 
In lieu of this, pelleting will allow 
for the use of more roughage in fin- 


ishing rations. <

Purebreds in the Spotlight 


@ August is the month in which 


hundreds of county fairs are held 
throughout the country, and some of 
the state fairs open this month, also. 


Fairs are excellent educational 
events and should be attended by all 


of those interested in the production 
of better livestock. Watch the judg- 


ing of the breeds in which you are 
most interested. Keep abreast of 


our modern type of livestock and try 
to produce that kind. 


> Kenneth Fulk, Secretary of the 
American Shorthorn Association had 


some interesting comments to say to 
the breeders in summarizing the 


third American Shorthorn Progress 
Conference held recently at Pullman, 


Washington. He reminded the breed- 
ers that progress will be made by 


keeping a balanced emphasis on the 
basic principles of cattle breeding 


and not to go to extremes in any one 
direction. He concluded, that the 


basic principles of breed improve- 
ment have not changed but may 
have been neglected in recent years. 
These basic principles, in his opinion, 
are the ability of an animal to re- 
produce; health and vigor; reason- 
able weight for age coupled with 
herd efficiency and correctness of 
conformation determined first by 
correct skeleta] structure which in 
turn determines the shape and loca- 
tion of muscling; and the relation of 
red meat to fat. 

These four basic principles are 


affected by both heredity and en- 
vironment. You, as a livestock 


breeder, can progress more rapidly 


by observing these four principles, 
selecting your breeding stock care- 
fully and then exercise good man- 


agement. 
> Purebred Hereford Breeders 


from 25 states paid an inspiring 
tribute to the grand old sire TR 


Zato Heir by investing $420,000 in 
his progeny at the Turner Ranch 


“share the herd” sale, held recently. 
This great bull is now 14 years old, 


his last calf is on the ground, and he 
has been retired to spend his remain- 


ing days serenely on the ranch in 
the heart of Hereford Heaven near 


Sulphur, Oklahoma. His offspring 
sold by Turner Ranch has returned

Leptospirosis is costing stockmen 112 million dollars per year.

@ LEPTOSPIROSIS, COMMONLY 
called “lepto,” is found throughout 
the United States. The incidence of 
this rather recently described dis- 
ease has not been completely deter- 
mined, Lepto has been reported in 
40 states and it is spreading rapidly 
within and between species, herds, 
counties, states and territories. 

Many more cases of this disease 
will probably be uncovered as the 
current drive against brucellosis 
makes headway, since symptoms of 
the two diseases are similar and 
many cases of “lepto” may have been 
thought to be brucellosis. 

The animals that are most sus- 
ceptible to lepto are cattle and hogs. 
However, this disease has posed in- 
fertility and sterility problems in 
most all classes of livestock includ- 
ing man. 


How Contagious is Lepto? 

> There are several ways in which 
our farm animals could become in- 
fected with leptospirosis. It is a con- 
tagious small spiral shaped organism 
that enters the blood stream via the 
digestive system, later settling in the 
kidney. These are some of the more

common ways that this contagious 
disease can be encountered. As is 
the case with brucellosis, this disease 
is communicable by urine and dis- 
charge from infected animals, with 
the principal entry being the mucous 
membranes. Generally leptospirosis 
is transmitted by contaminated feed 
and water, although the organism 
can enter the body through breaks 
in the skin or through the eye or 
nose. The disease can be transmitted 
from cattle to swine and from swine 
to cattle. Rodents and vectors also 
are suspected as carriers and spread- 
ers, 


What Are Lepto Symptoms? 

» The symptoms of leptospirosis 
are numerous and varied, making 
diagnosis tricky. Leptospirosis or- 
ganisms come in 40 species. They in- 
fect most livestock and several wild 
animals, In swine, abortions are the 
main symptoms. However, sows with 
lepto are observed to have poor ap- 
petite, weight losses, digestive upset, 
nervousness, fever, bloody urine, di- 
arrhea, jaundice and failure to give 
milk. 

In cattle, abortions are common, 


but fever, general unthriftiness, dif- 
ficult breathing and bloody discolor- 
ation of the urine and milk is ob- 
served. Calves will often come down 
with scours. 

Leptospirosis has a short course 
of 3 to 10 days, with death losses 
running as high as one-third of the 
calf crop. 


There Are Preventive 
Measures for Lepto 

>To prevent leptospirosis, feed 
and watering equipment should be 
constructed and placed so they will 
not become contaminated by live- 
stock. Animals should be kept out 
of damp, low pastures, and away 
from slow moving streams and 
ponds. Replacement animals should 
be blood tested and isolated from the 
herd for a while so they can be kept 
under close observation, 

Almost all herds have at least a 
few lepto reactors. Getting rid of 
these animals isn’t the answer with 
lepto as it is with brucellosis, How- 
ever, you should get rid of all ani- 
mals that don’t recover promptly. 
Burn or bury infected carcasses, 
fetuses and after-birth. 
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Animals can be protected at least 
six months against ordinary expo- 
sure with vaccination. The vaccine 
takes effect about one week after in- 
jection. It has been recommended to 
vaccinate under the following condi- 
tions. 

> 1. When several abortions oc- 
cur. 

» 2. Where infection has been di- 
agnosed on neighboring farms. 

> 3. When replacement animals 
are brought into your herd from a 
herd that had the disease. 

> 4. Where lots of cattle are 
bought and sold. 

& 5. Before show, fairs and auc- 
tions, 

»6. Where there’s a serious ro- 
dent problem. Rats carry lepto. 


The disease can be spread rapidly 
in a community or herd. Lepto or- 
ganisms settle in the kidneys and 
leave the body via the urine. Live- 
stock commonly carry the germs for 
at least three to four months after 
signs of symptoms. In few cases it 
has been shown that some animals 
will be carriers of lepto for at least 
one year. 

A few cases of lepto have been re- 
ported in man. For this reason, un- 
til the extent of the danger to human 
beings is known, the usual antiseptic 
precaution should be used in working 
with cows that abort or show the 
other symptoms which may indicate 
presence of leptospirosis. 


How Can a Herd Owner 
Diagnose and Treat Lepto? 


®» There are some control meas- 
ures that have been effective in di- 
agnosing and treating lepto infected 
animals. However, researchers are 
still working on newer and better 
methods to eradicate the disease. 


Since several diseases have symp- 
toms that are common to those of 
leptospirosis, it is necessary to have 
a veterinarian to make an accurate 
diagnosis. A serological test has been 
developed for diagnostic purposes 
and it is becoming a generally rec- 
ommended practice to use the blood 
samples drawn for brucellosis test- 
ing to screen a herd at the same time 
for leptospirosis. ; 

Treatment is of doubtful value, al- 
though antibiotics and blood trans- 
fusion will give some relief in the 
early stages of the disease. However, 
too often the early stages of the dis- 
ease has passed before medication is 
administered. A bacterin type of vac- 
cination has been used mainly on ani- 
mals negative to the blood test in 
infected herds. Due to an increased 
incidence of the disease, several vet- 
erinarians are vaccinating as a pre- 
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ventative. Brood sows may be vacci- 
nated before or after breeding. Cat- 
tle from the age of 4 months and 
over are vaccinated, Present infor- 
mation indicates vaccination offers 
protection for at least six months. 
Therefore, booster shots are recom- 
mended every six months following 
the initial vaccination in infected 
herds until the disease is completeiy 
eradicated from the farm herds, 

Perhaps the worst thing about 
leptospirosis or brucellosis losses due 
to infertility and sterility is that 
they are not as dramatic as a hog 
cholera outbreak, or anthrax, or oth- 
er swift-striking killers. So, too 
many owners do not notice the con- 
stant chiseling-away that they do to 
the profit picture. Yet, they are 
added up at the end of the year, the 
total profits shared is staggering. 

For the years ahead, possibly this 
is one category in which the live- 
stock owner should watch. <4

Which System is the Most Economical? 


The advantages and disadvantages of both Central and 


Farm system swine production are discussed for you.

MTHERE ARE TWO GENERAL 
SYSTEMS in hog raising. One can 
be called the farm system, which 
would include any system that fits 
the need of the general farmer rais- 
ing hogs. The other might be called 
the central hog system. This is a sys- 
tem that is designed for large-scale 
hog production. It is operated with 
specialized management and will 
produce and market from perhaps 
2,500 to 15,000 or more hogs a year. 
We have been operating a central 
system since 1956 which produces 
‘ between 4,000 and 5,000 hogs yearly. 
We also operate a number of farms 
that are leased to operators on a 
50-50 livestock basis and they pro- 
duce approximately 4,000 hogs 
yearly. This has given us an oppor- 
tunity to analyze both systems. 


Farm System 

> Now, let us look at what it costs 
to raise hogs under the so-called 
farm system. The farm system will 
maintain a certain number of sows, 
depending on the size of the system. 
Whatever the size of the sow herd— 
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the replacement gilts, depreciation 
on boars, and death loss can gen- 
erally be maintained by the sale of 
cull sows on the market. This is 
not always true, but let us assume 
it to be correct. 


It costs approximately $75 to feed 
the average sow for one year. It is 
theoretically possible for each sow 
to farrow two and one-half times a 
year. Based on a conception of 70 
per cent, which we find to be about 
average taking into account all con- 
ditions, each sow will farrow an av- 
erage of one and three-fourths times 
a year. Assuming further to ‘sell 
eight pigs per sow farrowed, or a 
total of 14 pigs marketed per sow 
kept per year. In other words, it 
would be the same as maintaining 
an average of 25 sows and breeding 
25 for spring farrow, breeding back 
for fall farrow and marketing 350 
pigs. I am referring now to sows 
kept for breeding, not sows far- 
rowed. On this basis, the day the 
baby pig is born he has a charge 
against him of $5.36 for his mother’s 
feed. If hogs are marketed at 200 


pounds the sow feed cost charged 
against each pig would be $2.68 a 
cwt. I am surprised to note how 
many production cost figures do not 
include the sow feed in the cost to 
produce 100 pounds of pork. 

Pig starter feeds will cost approxi- 
mately $1.70 per pig to 30 pounds, 
or a cost of 85¢ a cwt. In an effi- 
cient program 170 pounds of gain 
from 30 pounds to 200 pounds should 
cost around 9¢ a pound. Add $2.68 
plus $.85 plus $9.00 and we now 
have a. feed cost of $12.53 a cwt., 
but there are other costs:

$1.70 per cwt. 
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Adding $1.70 to the feed cost of 
$12.53 we have a total of $14.23 per 
cewt., but we have not included labor. 
It takes from 3 to 5 hours of labor 
for the complete process of raising 
one hog to market. Let us assume 
an hourly wage of 75 cents, and us- 
ing an average of 4 hours labor 
makes a total labor cost of $1.50 
per cwt. Our total cost is now $15.73 
to produce 100 lbs. of pork. 

Surprised? I am sure many of 
you feel certain it doesn’t cost 15 
scents to produce a pound of pork. I 
will agree there are exceptions, but 
I would suggest that each of you 
that do not know what all your 
costs are, make a careful check— 
and don’t forget to make a fair 
building charge. It costs over 10 
per cent a year to own the average 
livestock building. You will note 
there is no charge for tractor and 
spreader and manure handling equip- 
ment. We assume the manure value 
would offset this charge. 

After making the above charges 
we get market price for the grain, 
75 cents for our labor, and normal 
depreciation on buildings and equip- 
ment. Too often these costs are 
subsidized by some other farm enter- 
prise—generally the crop end. The 
figures I have used are based on 
a relatively efficient operation— 
about what you can expect to find 
in the upper one-third of the hog 
farmers today. 

We have been keeping income per 
acre figures to determine actually 
what we are receiving per bushel 
for corn fed to hogs and other live- 
stock. I am certainly not proud of 
the figures I am about to give you. 

For the years 1955, 56, ’57 and 
58 the average income per acre for 
corn fed for our top operators—from 
which have been subtracted the costs 
outlined above, such as depreciation 
and all other costs—we have an in- 
come of $124.30 per acre; and for 
the low operators for the same pe- 
riod an income of $35.57 per acre. 
The average corn yield was 79 
bushels for the four-year period for 
the top operators and 69 bushels for 
the low farms. This is a gross re- 
turn of $1.57 a bushel of corn fed 
for the top men and .52 cents a 
bushel for the low farms. The fa- 
cilities in general were quite similar. 
This is a unique demonstration of 
the effect of management skill in 
directing the hog operation. Manage- 
ment is largely the key. Without 
management, resources of produc-

gardless of the quality of breeding 
stock, feed, buildings, or equipment 
you may have, it is of little value 
if you lack the management to put 
it into production, as the above fig- 
ures so ably demonstrate. 


Central System 


> Strange as it may seem, there 
isn’t a great deal of difference be- 
tween the two systems in cost other 
than feed. The individual costs dif- 
fer, but the over-all end cost is about 
the same. This you understand, does 
not include feed. You do, of course, 
have the advantage in the central 
system of getting a volume of hogs 
and that their feed efficiency is rela- 
tively high. It compares quite favor- 
ably with what you would expect to 
find in the upper one-third of the 
hog farmers today. However, prob- 
lems are intensified with volume. 
Sanitation becomes more important. 
Any time large numbers of hogs are 
concentrated in a given area you are 
vulnerable to disease loss. The sys- 
tem requires good equipment. 

I believe you can understand the 
problem of breeding, feeding and 
managing a sow pool of over 300 
head. We confine our sows on the 
circular slab of cement. There is 
now a great deal of discussion as 
to the confinement of sows on ce- 
ment. It would seem reasonable 
that having sows in lots would be 
less costly, but this is not true in 
our case. Depreciation on our sow 
quarters is a little under $400 a 
year. In contrast, the five acres of 
land that would be required to lot 
a like number of sows, taking into 
account the earning potential of this 
land and the maintenance of fences 
and waterers would run just under 
$400 a year. 

I am assuming the cost of shelter 
in each case would be about the 
same. There are advantages in keep- 
ing sows in confinement on cement. 
One of the important reasons is the 
sows are always in the groups in 
which they are placed. 

The central system has many 
problems. If you schedule your far- 
rowing for 105-day periods it is es- 
sential to keep the farrowing house 
full throughout this period. This 
means that the day six sows farrow 
you have to have six litters that are 
three weeks of age ready to be 
moved into the nursery. You can 
readily understand how exacting 
your breeding and management pro- 
gram must be. If your farrowing 
house is only partially filled during 
this period your depreciation, heat, 
light, and labor costs increase out 
of proportion. The buildings must

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be operated at maximum capacity. 

There is the problem of determin- 
- ing how far you can go on labor- 
saving equipment. It is easy to reach 
a point where the depreciation sched- 
ule on labor-saving equipment is 
greater than the cost to have the 
job done with hired labor. I note 
that in spite of the fact that we 
have a number of labor-saving de- 
vices in our central system the labor 
input is. about the same per pound 
of pork produced as under the farm 
system. 

Feed wastage, although it is not 
singular to either system, is very 
high and I wish to comment briefly. 
On a check taken some time ago we 
found that our feed wastage was 
over $2 per hog finished. I know 
you are going to say that yours 
isn’t nearly that high. 


Is the Farm System Doomed? 


> I would predict that the central 
system will continue to grow because 
of the nature of its business. It is 
highly specialized and the manage- 
ment of your central system has the 
ability to employ the best in research 
in breeding, nutrition, economics, 
management and environmental con- 
trol. At the present time the central 
systems are producing from 3 to 5 
per cent of the hogs in the country. 
They were almost non-existent five 
years ago. The central system will 
be very competitive with the hog 
producer in the bottom two-thirds 
of the efficiency ladder and very 
likely the hog producer in the bot- 
tom two-thirds of the efficiency lad- 
der at the present time will be out 
of the hog business in the foresee- 
able future. I would predict that 
the hogs of the future will be pro- 
duced by the central systems which 
will grow in number; but the central 
system will not put the good hog 
producer—the person now in the 
upper one-third group—out of bus- 
iness. <
